II Duties of the Control Department : 

1* The Control Department has the following duties; 

a) to check on the implementation of decrees of the Council 

of Ministers and the Praesidium of the Council of Ministers; 

b) to assure a concrete over~all view of the status of fulfill- 
ment of the decrees; 

c) to discover in time flaws in the execution of the decrees; 

d) to present proposals for eliminating such flaws? 

e) to examine important proposed decrees for the Council of 

Ministers and the Praesidium of the Council of Ministers 
for accuracy and practicality, This does not include a 
juridical examination; the Main Department for Government 
Affairs is responsible for tnis function* 

2o The Control Department is to concentrate primarily on the main 
questions which arise as the result of Government decrees « In 
order to avoid unnecessary checks from various control organs 
in the same case, the Control Department is to coordinate its 
activities with the other control organs 9 especially with the 
Central Commission for State Control, 

3« The work of the Control Department does not relieve leading 
state functionaries of the responsibility for organising and 
executing inspections in their own departments* 

III o Rights and Ob ligations; 

1, The members of the Control Department have the right 

a) to implement controls in all state organs and offices 
except the Ministry of the Inter! or „ the Ministry for 
Foreign Affairs, the Ministry of Justice 9 the Office of 
the Attorney General, the Supreme Court^and the Central 
Commission for State Control;

b) The Director is to present these reports , along with 
appropriate conclusions, to the Minister President® 

c) The Control Department is to inform the directors of the 
organs linspect eji ~ ; concerning the results of inspections! this 
is to be done by means of a copy of the report® 

d) If culpable offends are detected, the Director 

of the Control Department can present to the Minister 
President suggestions for disciplinary or punitive action*
